Some gentiemen spoke for peace, and 
wuggested that it was time now fo re- 
quest a conference with the rafllroads and 
by oonciliatory methods endeavor to 8¢é- 
cure better freight rates, but the majori- 
ty, the vast majority, were for war, and 
were cheered when they declared their 


determination to fight to the end. 
The meeting was presided over by Rob- 


ert F. Maddox, president of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, and speeches were 
made by W. E. Newill, Sam D. Jones, 
Hoke Smith, John Temple Graves, Joel 
Hurt, Louis Gholstin, A. V. Gude, Charles 
7. Hopkins and Colonel John B. Goodwin. 
Mr. Kelly, of the firm of Kelly Brothers, 
introduced a resolution pledging the sup- 
port and cooperation of the chamber of 
oommerce to the Atlanta freight bureau, 
but James R. Gray presented a substi- 
tute, which he introduced after address- 
fmg the meeting. These resolutions were 
Yater adopted by the members of the 
chamber of commerce, there being only 
one adverse vote.

T. PETERSBURG has been

LONE FREE HILL FIGHT 
LEFT GHASTLY SIGHTS. 

St. Petersburg, October 18, 7:04 p. m.— 
Nemirovich Danchenko, the Well known 
Russian war correspondnt, telegraphs a 
description of the recapture of Lone Tree 
Hill, which fell into the hands of the 
Japanese during a night attack, while the 
Russians slept. He says: 

“General Kuropatkin the following day 
ordered the hill to be retaken and the 
whole Russian artillery concentrated at 5 
in the morning, showered the hill with 
projctiles, the awful spectacle lasting the 
entire day. It seemed that no human 
being could outlive such an ordeal, yet 
the defenders remained manfully at their 
positions. 

“The sum was already declining when 
Kuropatkin gave the order to storm, Six 
regiments advanced, fording the river in 
the face of a murderous fire. The enemy 
determined to make us pay dearly for 
it. He poured a hail of gun and rifle fire 
On our advancing columns, but nothing 
could stop them. They reached the other 
side, clambered up and at I! o’clock at 
night the position was in our hands. |! 
have just visited the scene of our 
triumph. The trenches are filled with 
dead Japanese and Russiams clutched in 
a death embrace. 

“T saw no such ghastly sight at Ship- 
ka or at Plevna. The credit for the 
achievement belongs chiffly to the 36th 
and {9th Rifles. Four other regiments 
participated. The 36th attacked both from 
the east and the |/9th from the west. 
Poutiloff, leading the brigade, and per- 
sonally directing the attack, was the 
first to reaeh the summit and was in the 
thick of the fiercest fighting around the 
Japanese’ guns. ‘The Japanese gunners 
died at their guns. Kuropatkin person- 


ally thanked the heroes fer their gal- 


lant exploit. The captured guns were 
brought to Mukden.

St. Petersburg, October 18.—2:08 p. m.— 
The issue of the bloody drama below 
Mukden is still in the balance. There 
is no attempt to minimize the severe char- 
acter of the reverse suffered by General 
Kuropatkin last week, but as yet there 
has been nothing absolutely decisive. 


There certainly is no rout and no Sedan 
and the war office has not yet given up 
all hope that Kuropatkin may be able 


again to resume a genuine offensive. It is

edy of General Kuropatkin’s army is cer- 
tainly premature. Both armies are great. 
ly exhausted and the final issue prob- 
ably will depend on which can regather 
ifself the quicker. 

The. general staff. believes that the 
battle of Lone Tree hill for valor and 
slaughter will occupy a place by itself in 
military annals. Kuropatkin, under whose 
eye the assault was made, rechristened it 
Poutilegf hill, tn honor of the man who 
led the attack at the head of the second 


brigade on the east Siberian rifle division | 


and who was subsequently decorated on 
the ffé¥d with the St. George's cross, The 
hill is a precipitous rocky height and 
and although the Japanese had occupied it 
only a short time they had thrown up 
very strong defenses. 

The river running at its foot increased 
the difficulty of the task, but it was 
scaled and carried successfully against 
the unprecedented opposition of a Japa- 
nese division of 14,000 men with many 
guns. The Russian losses were terrible.

If the Geor- 
gia Railroad Commission is powetTless to 
put into effect fair freight rates for Geor- 
gia and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is powerless to compel the rail-

MAY REORGANIZE 
CHINESE FORCES 


by Chinese Government, 


This is the Story That Comes to New 
York, and Miles, Schley, Wheel- 
er, Lee, Hobson and Oth- 
ers Are Named as 
the Men, 


New York. October 18.—(Special.)—The 
Chinese government is said to have made 
offers to General Nelson A. Miles, Gen- 
eral Joe Wheeler, Admiral Winfield S. 
Schley, General Fitzhugh Lee, Captain 
Richmond P. Hobson and other retired 
American officers to reorganize the celes- 
tial kingdom's army. and navy. 

Advices which have been received here 
indicate that it is the purpose of the Chi- 
nese government to so change its mili- 
tary and naval establishments as to place 
them on the mest modern footing, and to 
make them in all respects similar to those 
-Of the nations of Europe and America. 

Whether any of the Americans who are 
said to have been approached in the mat- 
ter will accept and undertake the work 
is not known, ag none have given any in- 
dication whatever on the subject. 

It is rumored that this alleged action 
of China may have some possible bearing 
on the conflict now raging in Manchuria, 
but this is not confirmed. 

All the Americans mentioned are eligi- 
ble, it is said, for the service, in case they 
should decide to underiake the task, and 
developments are awaited with interest 
throughout the world, wherever the story 
is known.

railroads, placing shippers at 
10us disadvantage in 
the rates accorded to other cities simil- 
arly situated and entitled to no advantage 
over this city, either by reason of loca- 
tion or tonnage; 

“And, whereas, after exhausting all 
reasonable efforts and making appeal to 
the railroad authorities, from the highest 
officials of many of the railroad systems, 
to the lowest official having jurisdiction 
‘In sueh matters, to remedy the injustice 
|acknowledged to exist and to correct the 
wrongs which are patent to all, all such 
appeals have met with either peremptory 
refusal] in the first instance or promises 
of adjustment which have never been 
fulfilled; 

“And, whereas, the Atlanta freight bu- 
reau has appealed to the railway com- 
mission of Georgia, and that body, after 
a patient and exhaustive hearing and ma- 
‘ture consideration, has found 
‘that unjust and oppressive discriminations 
do exist, and has undertaken, by suitable 
‘and proper orders to put tin force a more 


equitable scale of commodity rates ‘with- 
‘in this state, all of which orders have 
| been met with injunctions from the fed- 
/eral courts, issued at the instance and in 
|behalf of every railroad system entering 
this city, such railyoads having for many 
/years been united in an unlawful associa- 
‘tion or pool, for the purpose of prescrib- 
ing and enforcing oppressive freizht rates 
and destroying all natura] competition, 
thereby evidencing their fixed deatermina- 
tion to continue indefinitely and for all 
time, if they are permitted to do so, the 
present system of discrimination against 
this city and against the people of Geor- 
gia; 

“Now, therefore, in view of these well 
known facts and the great hardship 
wrought upon the commercial and manu- 
featuring interests of this city and state: 

‘Be it resolved, by the Atlanta chamber 
of commerce, fn convention assembled, 
That we deprecate the situation which fs 
known to exist, whereby the railroad cur- 
porations of this state have for many 
vears and are now enforcing such rates 
for the transportation of freight as are 
burdensome, oppressive and discrimina- 
tory against the shippers of Atlanta and 
the shippers throughout the state, and 
in favor of cities in other states. We 
deeply regret that these transportatlun 
companies manifest no disposition to rec- 
tifv the injustice that is being done, by 
equalizing the unequal burdens that are 
forced upon Georgia shippers; therefore, 
we cordially and heartily endorse the 
work of the Atlanta frefght bureau, In 
its efforts to obtain just and fair treat- 
ment at the hands of the raflroads enter- 
ing this city:

‘When the question of bringing the unt- 
versity to Atlanta was first agitated 
and money was collected from all -sides, 
all subscriptions were made subjett to a 
time limit. That limit is not more than 
one year away and when this time has 
expired, unless the people of Atlanta, the 
subscribers to movement, 
ling to renew their subscriptions, they 
Will become vathueless, 

Rev. Richard Flynn, one of the most 
prominent ‘Presbyterian ministers in At- 
lanta, was asked concerning the matter 
last night and about what the injunction 
meant to the movement. 

“TI cannot answer alithoratively,” said 
he, “as I have not keep up with the 
negotiations conducted in this matter. I 
Should think, however, that those who 
are seeking to prevent the removal of the 
Clarksville University to Atlanta, 
fighting ‘the removal on technicalities 
only, hoping that in the meantime, the 
time limit for subscriptions will be reach- 
ed and the subscriptions becoming value- 
less, the scheme will fall through. 

“TI am sure that if the true merits of 
the matter were ever brought before the 
courts, the advocates of the removal 
would certainly win out. It seems to me, 
that seeing that the trend of feeling in 
all the synods is toward the removal, 
the people of Clarksville interested in 
keeping the university there, recognized 
that the synods would vote for the re- 
moval and are taking this way of pre- 
venting it. 

“Of course, I cannot blame them for 
wishing to keep the university at home. 
Still I think that they are acting un- 
wisely and prejudicially to the best in- 
terest of the church. 

‘No efforts will be spared to bring the 
college here as originally intended. The 
church will fight for its rights in the 
courts and hopes to win out. 

“The assests of the university in 
Clarksville amount to about $200,000,

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Principals in the Trial Yesterdad Before Recorder Broyles, as a 
Result of Which Mrs. Toole Was Fined for Reckless Driving

As Result of Dispute Between Mrs. Toole and Mrs. 
Owen Over Alleged Reckless Driving, Mrs. 


Toole Is Fined. 


FTER an intensely interesting trial 
before the recorder yesterday after- 
noon, Mrs. John F. Toole, wife of 

the manager of the Oldsmobile Company, 
was fined $3.75 for running an automobile 
without a certificate, and $5.75 for say- 
ing things to Mrs. John H. Owen, of No. 
660 Woodward avenue, which the re- 
corder thought she should not have said. 
The case grew out of a very ex«wting 
episode which occurred on Woodward 
avenue, between Cherokee avenue and 
Wood street, last Thursday afternoon. 
Mrs. Owen claimed that Mrs. Toole came 


near running an automobile over her 2- | 


year-old son and she, Mrs. Owen, saved 
her little son’s life and then fainted. Mrs. 
Owen further compgained to the police 
that Mrs. Toole had visited at her home 
and called her a liar. 

When the case was called yesterday 
afternoon there were some fifteen ladies 
present as witnesses. Mrs. Owen, as 
prosecutor, was represented by Attorney 
P. 8S. Btheridge, and Mrs. Toole 
represented by Attorney Mark Tolbert. 


Saved Her Child. 

Mrs. Owen was the first witness and she 
told the following story in a most dra- 
matic manner: 

“Last Thursday afternoon I saw my 
little boy across Woodward avenue and 
I called to him to come home. Just as he 
started I looked down Woodward avenue 
and saw an automobile coming at a very 
rapid speed. I threw up my hands for 


the lady in the auto to stop the machine, | 


and she did not slacken at all, but came 
right on! I jumped in front of the ma- 
chine and seized my child just in time to 
gave his life. I then remembered no more, 


as I fainted. I reported the matter to the | 


police and on Friday afternoon Mrs. 
Toole, who was ‘tthe lady in the auto- 
mobile, came to my house and said she 
wanted to make apologies. But she said 
she first would like to know on what I 
based any charges to the police. I replied 
that she ought to know how near she 
came to killing my child. She said her 
machine was 40 yards away when I pick- 
ed up the child and that 1 did not faint. 
She then got very angry and said that 
ghe had ridden on Woodward avenue a 
thousand times and would ride a thou- 
sand times more and if I did not hustle 
and get my kid off the street she would 
certainly run over him. My mother said 
4t was a shame for a woman to threaten 
a child’s life, and Mrs. Toole called my 
mother a liar and repeated it. She finally 
said that if she was fined in the police 
court and did not pay the fine she would 
go to the stockade amd send to me for a 
glass of ice water.” 

Mrs. Owen's testimony was corroborated 
by her mother, her sister and a near 
neighbor. 

She Denied the Charges. 

Mrs. Toole made the followmg state- 
ment: 

“T was going out Woodward avenue at 
@ rate of speed not over 6 miles an hour 
and was on an up-grade when I saw Mrs. 
 @Qwen run out into the street and take 
hold of her child. I was on the right side 
of the street and when I passed Mrs. 
Owen and the child they were, several 
feet away from my machine. I looked 
back for three blocks and I did not see 
Mrs. Owen fall down in a faint. I thought 
nothing more of the matter until I was 
told next day that Mrs. Owen had report- 
ed me to the police. I called at her house 
to explain the matter, but she was So ex- 
cited and talked so fast that I could not 
get a word in edgeways. I tried to reason 
with her. I did not speak harshly and 
did not call her or her mother a liar. I 
_ Jgave driven an automobile for four years 
and thoroughly undgsitand handling a 
machine.”’ 

Mrs. Toole admitted that she had never 
secured a certificate from experts certify- 
ing that she could handle an automobile. 

A littl e boy and a young lady corrobo- 
rated Mrs. Toole’s statement. 

Attorney Etheridge stated to the court 
that Mrs. Toole had violated the automo- 
bile ordinance in two particulars. 

“She did not have a_ certificate,’’ he 
gaid, ‘‘as required by the ordinance, and 
she was driving her machine in a reckless 
and careless manner when she came near 
running over Mrs. Owen's little boy. As 
to the other charge of disorderly con- 
duct, I wish to say that Mrs. Toole went 


was, 


to Mrs. Owen's home and raised a row, 
calling her a liar among other things.”’ 
Recorder Enters Two Fines. 

Attorney Tolbert said he did not think 
his client was guilty of anything except 
a technical violation of the ordinance re- 
quiring a certificate of all persons who 
run machines on the city’s streets, 

Recorder Broyles held that Mrs. Toole 
was guilty of a violation of the ordi- 
nance regulating the operation of auto- 
mobiles in that she did not have a certifi- 
cate. 

“It is not necessary to decide about 
whether or not Mrs. Toole was driving 
her machine at a reckless rate of speed,’ 
said the recorder, ‘‘as the evidence on 
that point is very conflicting. There is 
mo evidence that she was going faster 
than 15 miles an hour, the speed allowed 
‘by the law. I will fine her $3.75 for not 
having a certificate. As to the charge of 
disorderly conduct, the preponderance of 
evidence is that she did use some vgplent 
language to Mrs. Owen in the latter’s 
‘house, and I therefore enter a fine of 
$5.75 in that case.”’ 

Both fines were promptly paid and Mrs. 
Toole left the court room sngling.

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TEXTILE WORKERS GATHER 


Annual Convention Opened Yester- 
day at Lowell. 


MEMBERSHIP ON DECREASE.

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Great Depression in Textile Industry 
Has Resulted in Disorganiza- 
tion of Unions. 


Lowell, Mass., October 18.—The annual 
convention of the Textile Association of 
America opened today. The session today 
was devoted almost entirely to committees 
bejng appointed and routine work. 

Secretary Albert Hibbert reported that 
conditions in the textile trade had made 
it impossible to create a sentiment in 
favor of organization with the result that 
membership had decreased. The raising 
of the per capita tax was a contributing 
cause to the loss, but he held the in- 
crease wise. The number of unions in 
good standing is 130, a loss of 27. 

The secretary tol@ of efforts to settle 
the trouble. Touching the Fall River 
strike, he said: 

“This strike has been on now for twelve 
weeks and the people are just as deter- 
mined to resist this reduction as they 
were on the first day of the struggle.’’ 

In his address President John Golden 
said that the textile industry not alone 
of this country, but of every country in 
the world, where cotton manufacturing is 
carried on has been passing through one 
of the greatest depressions ever experi- 
enced and gave as the reasons in his opin- 
ion the short crop of raw material and 
wild speculation. 

President Golden..urged serious work 
and said: ° 

“Our northern manufacturers whenever 
they desire to reduce wages or increase 
the hours of labor, raise the timeworn 
ery of southern competition. The great 
trouble is they have not diversified their 
product. When the south commenced 
building mills a few years ago the north- 
ern mills made no preparation for branch- 
ing out. A more liberal policy will have 
to be adopted by our northern mill men 
and the cries for cheap machinery and 
cheap help must be abandoned.”’

Stallment of taxes were lower than those 
of the same period last year it was fear- 
ed fhat the collections for the three in- 
stallments would be smaller. as the first 
installment is usually an indication.
